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Murderer Durrant to 


Die Tomorrow. 


He Seems Totally Indiffer- 


ent to His Fate. 


The Court Room Crowded to Suf- 


focation When Sentence 


Was Pronounced, 


SAN FRAVCISCO, November 10.—Wil- 


liam Henry Theodore Darrant, the 
yoang medical student condemned to 
death foi the murder of Blanche La- 
mont and Minnie Williams in thia city 
in April, 1895, was brought over from 
San Quentin prison today and upon 
being taken before Judge Bahra shortly i 
before scran, wai sentenced to be hanged 
on Friday morning next. 


Cleanly ahavan, with the exception of 


hie mnatfiche, which has been allowed to 
attain a luxurious growth daring his so- 
journ in prison, attired in hie beat suit 
of clothes, over which he wore a fault- 
lessly fitting overcoat, light in color, 
Durrant made a conspicuous figure in 
the train and ferry boat. 


His reappearance in public was the 


signal for the gathering of crowds. The 
eager preaa of the multitude to eee this 
arch murderer, perhaps to apeak with, 
him. and the demonitrationa along the 
line of hia route ihowed that the inter- 
eat of the people in hia affaira waa in no 
way abated. 


At the city hall there were other 


crowds that impeded the progress of the 
party. They filled the balls, and it waa 
with difficulty that they were beaten 
back by the officers on duty in the corri- 
dors near the court room door. Bar- 
rant waa taken into the reporters' room, 
adjoining Judge Bahra' court, and re- 
mained there until the hour for hearing 
the case arrived, which waa 11 o'clock. 


Meanwhile an impatient mobthronged 


the corridors and hammered relentlessly 
at the doora of both court room and 
ante-room, but Sheriff Whelan and hia 
men were on hand, and the ruah was 
successfully stayed when no more eonld 
gain admittance to the court room. 


Promptly at trie appointed hour Judge 


Bahra called npon 'Durrani to aUnd at 
the bar. 
The defendant's attorneys, 


however, interpoied'an objection to the 
proceedings, upon technical grounds, 
which waa, however, overruled. 


"William Henry Theodore Darrant, 


stand up," ordered the court. 


The young murderer atood up, and 


then bis marvelous self control asserted 
itaelf. He looked infinitely cooler, 
wonderfully better than he did in the 
ante-room. He waa deadly pale, but 
calm and self possessed. He faced the 
judge without flinching and listened in- 
tently to the judge's words. 


Judge Babra reminded him that on 


December 6,1895, the judgment ol death 
was pronounced npon him for the mur- 
der of Blanche Lamout on April 3,1895; 
that lodgment still remained in force. 
An appeal to the state supreme court 
had been dismissed and a writ of habeas 
corpus denied in the United States court 
and the refusal affirmed by the supreme 
court of the United States, the highest 
tribunal of the land. Hia honor quoted 
section 1227 of the Penal Code, provid- 
ing that, if for any reason a judgment of 
death etUI in force and effect remain a 
unexecuted the court shall, on motion of 
the diatrict attorney, appoint a day for 
the hearing of any legal reason existing 
for the non-carrying ont of the judg- 
ment, and, in the event of finding that 
DO such reasons exist, shall proceed to 
appoint a time and place for the execu- 
tion. 
"The diatrict attorney has made such 


motion," aaid the judge, "and I have 
summoned yon bere to lay, with your 
counsel, to state any legal reason you 
may have to show cause why thin judg- 
ment should not-be executed. I am 
ready to hear from yon." 


The defendant's attorneys again en- 


tered technical objections to the pro- 
ceedings, but Judge Bahra, attar listen- 
ing patiently to all they hc3 to a»y, 
-swept their protests aside and prc 
nounced judgment slowly and impres- 
sively, ordering tbattheyoung defendant 
standing alone in the crowded court re >m 
be hanged on Friday, November 12th, 
between the hours of annrise ftnd noon. 


As the words i: Friday, November 


12th." left the judge's lipa a murmnr ol 
horror rang through the re >m. Two 
short days to prepare for death, after 
two years of false hops and encourage' 
ment! 
Women hid their faces, while the men 


craned their necks to see bow Durrant 
would take it. 
He eipacled. it; he 


never flinched. As the date of hiadcam 
WBB pronounced just the suspicion of a 
sneer appeared on the corners of his 
month, ft was tho expression of one 
who would bid defiance to tho last. And 
when all was over and the officials be- 
gan to clear the courtroom he resumed

She Testifies Against

How Guldensuppe's Remains 


Were Disposed of. 


A Juror Sickens Over the Grue- 


, some Details—Thorn's At- 


torneys Perplexed. 


NEW YORK, November 10.— There waa 
n extraordinary turn of affaira today in 


the Thorn murder trial in Long Island 
3ity. M.re. Augusta Nack, who waa in- 
dicted, toaether with her erstwhile para. 
mour, Martin Thorn, for the murder of 


r former lover, William Gtuldensuppe, 


'or whom ehe deserted her legal hui- 
Dand, appeared In the role of a state wit* 
neea against Thorn to the consternation 
of the letter's lawyers. 


As soon as Martin Thorn arrived in 


the court room he waa informed by his 
counsel of the action that Mrs. Nack 
would take and jnat for a moment his 
face flushed and, with brows contracted 
and lips compressed, he showed for the 
list time aince his arrest that be was* in 
any way perturbed. 


He soon regained his composure, how- 


ever, and while he leaned forward and 
poke to hia lawyers Mrs. Nack entered 
the court room. The woman passed 
close to Thorn on her way to the district 
tttomey'a table, but one avoided look- 
ing at him; Thorn's eyei followed her 
aa she walked around back of the jury 
box and took a seat in tho witness chair. 


For two hours and forty-five minutes 


ehe remained there while she told the 
terrible story of how she lared Gulden- 
euppe to hia death, and In telling the 
tale ahe knew full well that she waa 
bringing her paramour to the electric 
chair. Frequently their eyes met, bat 
the woman was not equal to the occa- 
sion and *he at way a had to turn away 
from Thom'a steadfast gaue. When ahe 
was asked why she bad confessed ehe 
replied that she wished to clear her con- 
science, and then burst into tears. 


Bu.t when lawyer Howe began his 


oroB9*examinatlon he handled her un- 
sparingly and made her own np to. such 
ttcta of premeditation that the majority 
of those wlio heard her admissions said 
that she was the greater culprit, and 
many of those who had previously 
evinced a decided antipathy to Thorn 
iwerved around and pitied him. 


Thorn '6 lawyers have decided to put 


him on the stand when the propar time 
comes, and they promise that when 
he tells all he knows the court and jury, 
aa well as the spectators and reading 
public, will be treated to another sensa- 
tion. 


Mra. Nack'a redirect testimony was 


resumed after recess, but no evidence of 
importancs developed. 


Coroner Tuthill of New York was 


called to prove that the several portions 
of the human body found in the three 
bundles belongc 1 to the same person.

During her examination Mra. Nack 


never mentionci a saw baing used, 
neither . did Gotha m hia report of 
Thorn's alleged confession to him.

A Lad of 16 Fired the Fatal 


Shot. 


Believing His Father's Life to Be 


ia Danger the Youth Did 


Not Hesitate. 


CARSON, November 9.—The entire 


state of Nevada has been startled and 
shocked at the murder, late this after-' 
noon, of Charles A. Jones, United States 
district attorney, by Julian Gain an, the 
16-year-olHBon of a well-known physi- 
cian. The prominence of all connected 
with the affair, the peculiar attendant 
circumstances and the suddenness of the 
tragedy make it one of the most sensa- 
tional happenings in the history of 
Nevada. 


Jones' death was cansed by a bullet 


wound in the head and for a time mys- 
tery surrounded every circumstance con- 
nected with the killing. Atfint it was 
auppoaed that Jones had committed 
suicide, but no weapon being found in 
hie possession nor near the ecflne ot 
shooting, it became evident that hia 
death bad been caused by another and 
aa hour later yoang Gainan voluntarily 
surrendered himself 
at the sheriff's 


office and confessed to the homicide. 


Tbe ' statement of the youth who is 


now in jail, is to the effect that imme- 
diately prior to the shooting be had ob- 
served his slater talking to Jones, with 
whom his father bad forbidden her to 
speak. He saw Gmnan approaching. 
Believing trouble to be Inevitable when 
the two men should meet, the boy pro- 
cured a Winchester rifle and stationed 
himself at a window for the purpose, as

WASHINGTON, November 5.— A new 


phase of the Itehring sea negotiations 
developed today whan the etato depart- 
ment was advised that Sir Wilfred Lau- 
rier, premier nf Canada, and Sir Louia 
Davis, miuiaiero! marine and fisheries, 
in the Laurier cabinet, would come bere 
early nest week "to take part in the 
negotiations.

Chief of Police Laea of San Francieco 


has decided that the nickel-In-the-slot 
machines in that city must go. ThJB 
dees not apply to tbe money machines 
alone, bnt also to those machines which 
pay winninga in drinks and cigara. 
Chief Leea recently referred the matter 
of the legality or illegality of these ma- 
chines to hia legal adviser, who in- 
formed him that they were games of 
chance and came within the provisions 
of the law against illegal gambling. In 
support of thia position Chief Lees' at- 
torney cited section 369 of the Penal 
Code, which declares: 


A lottery ia any scheme for the dis- 


posal or distribution ot prorarty by 
caance, among parlous who have pd'.d 
or promised TO pay any valuable con- 
sideration ti..- tho chenoe of obfiining 
euch property or a portion of it, nr for 
eny ehare or any intarest in auch pro; 
orty upon anv agroment, understand' 
ing, or expectation that it ia fi l j dis- 
tiibul2d or diopos: 1 of by lot or chance, 
whether caMed'a lottery, raffle or gift 
enterprise, or by whatever name the 
r*me may ha known. 


This legislation, saya Lees' attorney, 


is in direct line with the provisions of 
section 26 of article 4 of the Stite Con- 
stitution, which provided that:

_ jy purpose, and shall pass laws to pro- 
hibit the aale in thia state of lottery or 
gift enterprise tickets, or ticket! in any 
Echeme in the nature of a lottery. 


That nickel-in-the-alot machines are 


games of chance cannot ba disputed; 
beine euch they violate the law, and, 
violating the law, those who conduct 
them should be prosecuted if, after-due 
notice, they do not withdraw their ma- 
chines from public use. 


It ia very much to be doubted if the 


machine that pay winnings In drinks 
and cigara are any better than those 
that pay in money. In fact a cartful 
examination of the workings of the 
former wonld probably result in the in- 
vestigator's coming to the conclusion 
that they are more injurious than the 
money machines. At all events their 
illegality appear to have been fully es- 
tablished, and it ia to he hoped that our 
city trustees will take due action against 
these pernicious gambling devices at 
their next meeting. We are very much 
inclined to believe that Chief Lees' legal 
advieer has properly quoted the law on 
this subject. 


TRIFLING WITH JUSTICE.

The regular monthly meeting of tbe 


members of the Chamber of Commerce 
toot place last evening at tbe rooms of 
the Onambsr oa J street. 
After the 


transaction of routine bnaineefl, tbe 
Chamber devoted some time to national 
polities. 


John Reicbman read a letter from the 


Tariff Commission League, with head- 
qoartera at Newark, N. J. 
The letter 


was in favor of a bilt, introduced at tbe 
last session of coogrees, In which a non- 
partisan tariff commission wai proposed. 
The bill did not pass and will be brought 
op again at the coming session of con- 


The membere of the Chamber re- 


quested Mr. Reicbman to read tba pro- 
posed bill, and the following is a synop- 
sis ofita features: 


Tbe bill provides for the creation of a 


permanent 
tariff 
commission, which 


ahull consist of seven members, who will 
hold their office daring good behavior. 
The members of the commission are to 
be appointed by thb president, and shall 
bftVM absolute power in Sling the tariff 
schedule in accordance with tha pro- 
visions of the bill. 
The commission 


muat arrange all duties on imported 
goods so that Amarican products will be 
protected to the ex tent .of the difference 
in the coat of production in the United 
States and foreign countries. The com- 
minBton B tall act aa a board of experts, 
inveatu a-ing methods and cost ot pro- 
duction, and any evidence secured by it 
Shall be kept in absolute aecrecv. 


The following membere of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce were present and most 
of them favored tbe proposition to en- 
doreetcetrll: Louis Gundlefinger, L. 
Einstein, Jatnea Madison, Leo Gnndle- 
fincer, II.Graff, J. Reichman, AL Baker, 
J. C. Xuurae, A. Garteniaub and J. S. 
Hermann. 


President Louis Gandlefineer said he 


was Rrently in favor of the bill. The 
tariff had been a disturbing factor in 
business every presidential election, uud 
if it could bo settled permanently trade 
i would be benefited. 


Mr. Madiacm thought the bill would 


bs daneeruud to tbe interest a of tha peo- 
ple, aa it would place too much power in 
the hands nf a few men. 


John Reichman said he emphatically 


favored the bill, but did.not expect to 
sea its passage. The politicians would 
not have anything to talk about If the 
tariff was taken but of their hands, aud 
they wanted something to fool the peo- 
ple with. The tariff coouniaaion. he ar- 
gued, wonld not be controlled by m.-r- 
-cenary motives as much as congress. 


J. 0. Nourae thought there was E 


"nigger in the woodpile" somewhere, 
but did not have much to say in regard 
to the proposition. He was oppose! to 
giving B few man so tnacb power and 
waa inclined to believe tbat tney conld 
ba controlled by money easier that! a 
whole congress. 


Leo Guodel finger favored the bill be- 


cause it would give stability, and cer- 
tainty to business. He said: "I move 
that the Qharalsr of Commerce indorse 
the tariff commission bill under con- 
sideration and that proper steps be 
tnken toward eecarine the assistance ol 
oar senators and congressmen in the 
paeBaae of the bill at the next session of 
congress." 
John Reicbman seconded tbe motion 


and it was carried without a dissenting 
vote. 
Alter tha passage of the motion Dr. 


Rowell entered tne rcom and he-wag 
called upon to express his opinion upoc 
the bill. He said he thought we had 
enoueb commiBsions in 
tbe United 


States and that tbe beat interests of tbe 
p-ople would be to" avoid a multiplicity 
of ench bodies. The best informed men 
of tho country concede that the preeen! 
tariff 
will not bo materially altered 


within the next ten ynars, and there * 
little to fear from taiiff tinkering.

John Keiuhmah submitted an amend

County Yeteiiudry and Food Inspector 
Ames Graham 
returned 
from Fire- 


augti yesterday morning with a etory 
which will be read witb amazement by 
residents in tbat section of tbe West 
Side. Briefly stated it amounts to a 
declaration by Dr. Graham that dls- 
eased meat, utterly until for human 
consumption, has been regularly eold to 
tbe 
people of Firebaugh, Mendota, 


White's Bridge, Los Banos, DOS Paloa 
and to the farmers and laborers living 
in the

around. 


Dr. Graham seizeJ, condemned 


caused to be buried a whole wagon load 
of diseased meat which came from the 
Santa Rita ranch, in Merced county, 
and had been brought over to Firebaugh 
for sale. 


The following statement was mada by 


Dr. Graham yesterday afternoon in ihe 
presence of Dr. J. L. Maupia, h. 
officer of this county: 


"On October :!0:h T was told by IX-. 


Maupiii tbat be had received infoi 
tion of sales of diseased meat ou the 
West Side; that the meat was being sold 
from wacona and in the etorea in Fire 
bauRb, Doa Paloa, Los Jlanos, Mendota 
and theeurroundiug territory. Tbe in- 
formation was that the farmera who 
came in to get th« meat were connected 
with the cattle ranch of Miller A I.nx. 


"J went over to investigate. 1 could 


get no information from the head men, 
BO I inquired at Firehaugh as to where the 
cattle were being slaughtered. From 
what I heard I went over to the Santa 
Rita ranch, eighteen miles distant, and 
on tlio Merced county Bide of tbe river. 
I Haid uothiog about my biuinPBs, and 
.merely staled that I wanted to buy some 
horaca. 


"The foraman was away, bnt I went 


to the corral where the cattle were kept 
for slaughter. I found three head of cat- 
tle affected with lumpy-jaw, or "actino- 
mycosi?," as it is professionally called. 


"I talked to tbe butcher and he told 


me he would commence the slaughter 
after dinner. He killed 
BOWQ sheep 


first. They were healthy. 
He then 


brought tbe three head of cattle into the 
inner corral, threw a rope over their 
head and dragged them iu by a windlass. 
These were the diseased cattle. 


"The butcher struck two ol them on 


tbe head with an uxa, then cut tbei 
throats and dressed them. I did no 
wait till the third waa killed, but wen 
back to Firebangh and remained ther 
over night. I wna informed that they 
would come in with the meat. 


"In the morning a man named Fran! 


Boston came in with the wagon con 
taiaing the carcaaees and told me they 
were tbe three which had been killet 
the evening before. I then infprmei 
him that I was county food inspecto 
and vould take charge uf the meat.' H 
gave it np. I told him. we would tak 
it to the river aud ha drove me tbere 
We made a bole and buried the meat 
There was about 600 poanda of it on thi 
wagon. 


"J found another man working in 6 


blacksmith ehop. I don'tkncin- bis name 
but be was a helper iu the shop, and aaii 
be went oat one day with the meat from 
Banta Kita, and worked the next day r 
the blacksmith shop" there. He 3aid 
that be waa accustomed to tske th 
meat out among the farmers and diatrib 
uta it. He sold it to tba farmers. I 
waa also aold extensively in Firebaugh 
not only to the sheupherdere, but to al 
classes of tbe community, merchant 
and others. It all came from the Santa 
Eita ranch. 


"The first man (Boston) told me he 


waa accnetoroed to go over to Los Banoi 
and tbe tCanawa ranch, and there place 
and distribute the meat. Boston eaic 
tbat the next day be wonld take it to 
other districts, to Firehauehj Mendota 
and other places. 


"I have no reason to believe that any 


of the diseased meat has been Gold in 
Freano. It was likaly sold in White's 
Bridge, Mendota, Firebaugh, Loa Banoa 
and Dos Palos. 


The Santa Rita ranch ia in tbe cen- 


tral part of the Miller & Lns proparty 
and IB under their management. 


I notified thesuperinteudeni at Fire- 


baugh, Thomas Ward, not to sell an; 
more meat of beasts affected wit 
umpy jaw, splenic fever, or any other 
disease. 


"Dr. Mnnpin did not eo with me, but 


authorized me to uo. Tbe meat I con- 
demned wae dark colored in the mus- 
cular part and tbe liver was very dark. 
I have no hesitation* in saying tbat the 
meat wan not fit for human ccnaump- 
ion.

without waste. For instance, wi'h 1M- 
foot lumber thu ehed would be L'4xlt> 
feet; single roof, S fet-1 high at ihe eaveR 
and r2 feet high in front. Thia vronld 
require three timbers 24 feet lone, 4x4 
or 4i6, for the sir posts, each aet two 
feet in the ground. Cut one of the 
eticks iu the middle, giving two of \- 
feet each; cut two sticks ten feet from 
one end, giving two posts of U feet and 
two of 10 teet.

At another place on 
thia side of the elongn I saw 390 calves 
peparated from tho COWH. The latter 
were very poor. 
It waa cruelty to 


animals to have cattle in ench poor con- 
dition. Tim catiiu fed on alfalfa were 
in Rood condition. 


*:Tne diseased cattle were slaughtered 


in Merced county and I waited till they 
were brought to tliia Fida iu order to 
make the Feiznrr. It ia corrrnoa prac- 
lioe to hrinjf cowe from one county to 
Knothcr for change of pasture, otc. I 
ArnVpite positive that the cattle I aaw 
killi-d were afllicted with lumpy jaw. 
Thb latter ia not a contaceoue disease 
bat the, fleah of animals Buffering from it 
ia not Allowed to be sold in the markets 
of cities." 


Dr. J. L. Maupia stated briefly, but 


emphatically, that the fleah of animale 
to affected is not fit for human food.

Mrs. A. M. E. Wright, who haa furn- 


ished encouraging news to raisin gro^- 
era before, sends the REPUBLICAN some 
further correspondence from Sgobel £ 
Day of ifew York. From thin it Is evi- 
dent that the Spanish oroducers are not 
iu aoy way causing or assisting to cause 
the present depreesed condition of the 
raisin market. 


When all home conditions are of the 


moat favorable character to tbe indus- 
try, and the foreign nompetito-s are 
aiding fn the movement to maintain fair 
pricRR, the proof becomes stronger that 
the eastern jobbers, by making a deter- 
mined bear movement, are responsible 
for the reduced prices. 


The following is the letter Mrs. 


Wright received from Mr. Day of Seobel 
&Day: 


"DEABMAFUM:—Enclosed I send you 


a letter which we have received from 
Meeere, James Moraud Co. of Deuia, 
the large house tbere to which we re- 
ferred in our former correspondence 
with you. 


We wrote them for information and 


this is the reply. You will see tbat the 
shipments in 1897 are decidedly small, 
compared with what they were in the 
past, and there ia not very much more 
Income.1 However, it simply hears out 
what I wrote you. J remain, very truly

"According to your request we beg 
ave to submit the following report on 
,e raisin situation, but for the want of 
nfllciBiittime,it will bfi popsible for us 
o consider at this writing but a few of 


many concitiona that affect thia 


reat industry. 


'At present we deeiro to call attan- 


on to sonio damaging methods, which, 
ccoruiug to roliabla information, are at 
resent being practiced by a few raisin 
rowera in this county, in reference to 
30 packing and ina'rketing of their 
raps. It »9 no doubt beyond question 
iiuthe system of marketing tho raisin 
,'oiluct of the valley on R commission 
asia has met, alter tbrBB or four years' 
xperionce, with almost universal con- 
etnnation. Indeed, ao uncertain were 
he chancea for orotitable roturna that 
jiany inatancsa are of record where the 
net proceeds realized by the yroweta 
worn insufficient to pay the oxpauBL-a 
or curing their crops, and were sotnc- 
iines nothing at all. 
"But, during the seasons of 189H and 


887, the original plan of buying raisins 
or cash in the sweatbox was again 
.dopted, and immediately the light ot 
tetter times acain began to dawn ou the 
producers, when it becarne apparent 
hat once more a fair price could be 
:euli/ed forout valuable product. 


A HUINODS SYSTEM. 


"But to the great surprise of your 


committee some ot these same raisin ' 
growers that once howled ao loudly 
against the commission men, and who 
could have sold their raisins thia season 
at from 3 to 3K cents per pound, cash in 
the aweatbox, are at this very time corn- 
Bitting the same grave error themselves. 
According to our information, they are 
laving their raisins packed at certain 
packing houses for GO much par ton, and 
,hen actually permitting them to he con- 
signed to eastern points, and left in the 
lands of agents to sell who have no 
other interest in the goods under heaven 
except to gat back tbe money they have 
idvanced on them and their commissions 
'or selling the same. 


'That each B thing should be done by 


any grower of this county, after past ex- 
perience, is something beyond our com- 
prehension, more especially in view of 
;he fact that the bankera of Fresno city 
iidve offered to advacce to the growers 
ill the money necessary for tbeirpreaent 
wants, EC soon aa their raisina were in 
the * warehouses where they could bo in- 
lured. 


It certainly requires hut aa ounce of 


brains to understand that if the growers 
themselves engage in consigning their 
raisins East that the much longed-for 
eyetem of cash in the awea* box, which 
is now in active operation,will vanish aa 
the morning dew; for what sensible 
packer will chance an investment on 8 
game of that kind? 


PEDDLING UAIStMj COXDEMSBO. 


"We, yonr committee, alao deplore 


the ay B tern of peddling raisins around 
town hy the wagon-load from packing- 
house to packing-house, without any 
previous arrangements having been 
made for their disposition. Constantly 
CASKS come under our observation where 
^rowers that sell their raisins at home 
realiza far better resnlta than can posai- 
bly bo done nnder tho peddling system. 


We are further informed that at 


some packing-houdurt where job work is 
bainc done that raisins are being re- 
ceived and packed in a very had condi- 
tion. Only loss and disappointment to 
the owners can result, as well as giving 
a 'black eye' to our product generally. 


We call to mind tbataomu four years 


ago n committee of raisin growers of this 
county prepared a bill and it waa passed | 
by the 1«iriMUure at Hacramento. but; 
aflerwar.lB vetoed by Governor Mark- 
ham, 
ft waa the purpose of said bill to 


have inspectors appointed by the au- 
thority of law, whoaeduty it would be to 
inspect and prevent the exporting of rot- 
ten or otherwipfl defective raisins oat of 
the state nf California, unless they were 
branded as eucb. 


PACKING POOR KA1BIX3. 


"We believe that the Fresno Couuty 


Farmers' Club should make an earnest 
effort to secure the passage of a similar 
law at the next session of the legislature. 
Something should be done immediately 
along that line in order that the good 
reputation of our raisin product may be 
kept tip to a proper standard. 


*'We, your committee, do not desire 


to inter/ens with the individual rights of 
anyone, nor do we in this report deem It 
prud nt to mention names, bnt we be- 
linve that any miemanagement that 
affects an industry of such magnitude BB 
the one ia question, should receive our 
notice and severe censure. We oincerely 
trust that the above evila will be cor- 
rflct.ed before itiatoo late.

yond their natural limit in the freah 
etate, namely, by drying, in sauce, and 
ia preaerves. toe first w«e done by 
paring, quaitiuz, coring, stringing and 
polini:;ifaeeeeondby boiliog down the 
frnit juices, and adding the halt, lor 
Baucw; and the third by the pound for 
pound process. The automatic paring, 
coring and slicing machines that are so 
labar-s&ving were not then invented. 
The ieif-aealing process of preserving 
fruit, which enable us to secure large 
quantities with U*B labor and expense, 
wasthfcn anknovm. 


"About thirty years ago, eopa after I 


was married, Mra. King, a ueivihi^r of 
ruioo, visited near Columbus, Ohio, and 
brou>;nt home with her fruit iu glaea 
jara sealed up. It waa beautiful, and it 
was a new and novel way of keeping 
fiuit. Of course, we ware curioaa to 
know how it waa done, and she told a 
few of her particular frionde, in u general 


"When I first came to tbe stated 


California iu 18M, i visiteJ the Mo- 
chauica* Fair held in San Fraiieiseo, 
and while goiiiiE throueh tho pavilion 
looking at tho many wonderful thioga 
on exhibition I kept in mind tbat I was 
looking for labor-saving as well *a labor- 
eaaing appliances for woman's work, for 
I waa beginning house-bee pin;; anew in 
this etrauge aud wonderful co-jatry.

It 
was a large tin vessel similar to a wash 
boiler with falee bottom, with pen'ora- 
tioiiH to let the ateam through und in- 
dentations to hold the jara (they used 
lass jar?), about six inchpajfroiu the 
bottom.

atanding, 1 aoak it in warm water for 
few minutes, then wash it thoroughly i 
a number of waters until I am satisfie 
it is clean and free from grit, then cove 
the fruit with warm water and set it o 
the back of the range where it will sim 
mer for an hour, then turn that watt 
off and put more on, let it cook a litt 
while and add sugar to sweeten to BU 
ruy taste, cook until soft and T find tna 
I have very palatable fruit."

As a matte 
of fact our company haa been fullj 
aware for aome time past that an attacfe 
on the validity of our patents wa 
contemplated and we have retained lega 
talent in Fresno and San Francisco to 
protect our interests in court. 
"Carey S. Cox ifl the inventor of th 


machines which we are operating in on 
packing house. Patents were graute 
at Washington some time ago and w 
rest our rights to operate our machine 
upon the validity of those patents. W 
intend to continue to operate and ii 
fact ere at the present moment havim 
plans drawn to increase the capacity o 
our plant for the next season. 
"I don't know who constitutes th 


personnel of the Fruit UleaaingComnany 
of Brooklyn, though I have been ad 
vised that this same company ia plain 
tiff in pending litigation against firmi 
in New York state, also operating aeed 
ing planta. 
"The call for our goods is more thai 


testing the full capacity of our plant ant 
we do not intend to submit to any at 
tack until we have exhausted every 
legal means and failed to prove we ar 
right. 
" We are a Freeno institution and hire 
all of our Jabor herein the preparation 
of seeded raisina for market, thus help 
ing to distribute money in local circula 
tion, while this New York company op 
eratea only in Brooklyn and expends it 
money for labor there. 


"The fact of our plant being locatei 


here creates a cash demand for firs 
quality of raisins, whereaa a company 
operating in Hew York prefers to see th 
raisin industry on a consignment basis 
well knowing that under euch a plan 
raisina can be purchased cheaper at east 
ern pointa than in Fresno. 
"However, this ia only incidental la 


the main point about which you aak 
You can aay our seeding plant ia run 
ning day and night and Will continue to 
do ao indeflnitely.The best legal advice in 
8an Francisco assures us of winning*ou 
in the fight and we propose to make 
hot contest to the end, feeling perfectly 
confident that this suit ia nothing but 
bie blaff."

From Thursday's Pally. 


On Tuesday last a new and lower sys- 


tem of insurance rates for the city of 
Franc went into effect. Tbe reduction 
is comparatively a large one from tbe 
schedule that hid been In force for aome 
time. 


In the business portion the decrease 


ranees from 10 to 20 par cent, while in 
theonter residence district and within 
the limits of tha municipality the re- 
duction is from 25 to 40 per cent. The 
additions do not benefit by the new 
achednle. 


The new system of rates waa prepared 


at the instance of the local organization 
of insurance agents by the Pacific Board 
of Underwriters. On August 10th last 
surveyors began tbe work of re-rating 
the city, and they finished their labors 
about October 1st. 


A new specially rated district wae 


formed, taking m the business blocks 
and a large part of the residence por- 
tion. The surveyors examined every 
building with regard to value, risk, etc., 
and prepared a book giving the rate for 
each one. Approximately the reduc- 
tions on these amount to from 10 to 2C 
per cent. 


Tbe following describee the boundary 


of thia district: "Commencing at the 
interaection of the center line of H itreet 
and Santa Clara avenue, thence north- 
erly along center line of Santa Clara 
avenue to P street, thence westerly along 
center line of P to Kern street, northerly 
along center line of Kern to Q street, 
westerly along center line of Q to Silvia 
street, weat along south line of Silvia 
street and said south line extended to its 
intersection with the center line of Ama- 
dor street, southerly along center line o! 
Amador street to the center line of B 
street, easterly along center line of H 
to point of beginning." 


Heretofore tbe rates have been accord- 


ing to the system in book 4, but now the 
agent* in the city are to work under 
book 3. The book which contains the 
special ratea for tbe different buildings 
inside the above described district con- 
tains 203 pages, and it is in itself quite 
•> publication, besides being of much im- 
portance to the property ownera ol 
Fresno. 


The following are a few instances o 


the reduction of special rates: Court 
bonne* 25 per cent; Temple Bar build* 
ing, 20 per cent; Flake building, 20 per 
cent; Grind Central hotel, from $1.85 
to $1.75; Farmers' Bank building, £1.05 
to94o; Fresno Loan and Savlnga Bank 
building, $1.45 to $1.35; First Natlona 
Bank building, $1 to 8Sc; Donahno, Em 
mons <St-Compaoy'fl building, $1.25 to 
94c; £ street school building,85ctc70c 
New High school, 70c; Edgerly build- 
ing, $1.65 to $1.35. These are taken 
random from the book. 


The resnrvey and reratine of the city 


waa brought about by tbe efforts of the 
organization that the resident insurance 
agents formed several months ago 
Through their association they were able 
to influence tbe Board of Underwriters 
to establish a lower and permanen 
schedule.

Rev. C. A. Munn Writes 


About Them. 


Desires to Warn the People 


Against the "Emissaries 


of Evil." 


from Wednesday's Daily. 


EniTOB REPUBLICAN :—Your paper ol 


October 30th, containing a report of an 
interview between one of your reporters 
and the Mormon elders recently, ant! 
perhaps still, diRBemiuatin'g the doc- 
trine of the Latter Day Saints in this 
vicinity, having reached Utah, a minis- 
ter of a Christian church in that state 
has kindly forwarded to me a number ol 
papers bearing upon the Mormon qoea- 
tiou. Among them is one having the 
title, "Why Christians Cannot Fellow 
ahip the Mormon Church," and another 
with the title, "Mormon Articles of 
Faith Explained," from which I hope 
you will permit me to present some •ex- 
tracts. 


The explanation of the Mormon faith 


is by Rev. D. J. McMiltou, D.D., one of 
the secretaries of tbe Board of Home 
Missions of the Presbyterian Church, 
who lived amone tbe Mormons for ten 
years, and mingled with them in their 
meetings; heard them preach and teach; 
heard their "prophet, Beer and rcvela- 
tor," Brigham Young, and. hia BUCCBB- 
iora, and was thoroughly acquainted 
with their manner of living. 


He says he writes eimply to put those 


who road those "Articles of Faith" on 
guard against the most cunningly de- 
vised system in the world, and adde: 
"In explaining them I will quote the 
very words of their prophet and apostle." 


The first article reads: "We believe 


in God, the eternal Father, and in Hie 
eon, JesiiB Christ, and in "the Holy 
Ghost." Thatreada all right, but not 
in the seuae in which the Mormoni do. 
Their idea of God is set forth in their 
catechism, 
chapter 
5, question 1-- 


"Whatkindof a being is God?" An- 
swer—"He is iu the form of a Man." 
Question 6—''Has God a body then?" 
Answer—"Yes, like unto a man'fl body 
in figure." Chapter 4, question 1—"Are 
there more Goda than one?" Anawer— 
"Yes, many." 


Brigbam Yonng, in a sermon in the 


Tabernacle in Salt Lake Oity on April 
9,1852, aaid: "When our father Adam 
came into the garden of Eden, he came 
into it with a celestial body, and brought 
Eve, one of hia wives, with him. He 
helped to make and organize tbia world, 
lie IB Michael, the Archangel, the An- 
cient of Days, and about whom holy 
men have written and spoken. He ia 
onr father and our God, and the only 
God with whom we have to do." Of 
"Hia son, Jbsns 
Christ," Brigham 


Young said: "I tell you that God was 
the father of Jesus Christ, just aa I am 
the father of my pon." 


Apoatle H. O. Kimhall in the same 


Tabernacle, July 11,1852, said: "Jeaua 
waa tbe son of God, and Hiram Stcith 
was a patriarch and Bon of God, and 1 
bear witness of it nnto all men.' 
Apostle Orson Hyde, president of the 
Twelve Apoatlee, said in a eermon, Oc- 
tober 6.1854: "1C at the marriage o: 
Cana ol Galilee, Jeana wna the bride- 
groom and took uuto Him Mary, Mar- 
tha and the other Mary, whom Jesus 
loved, it shocks not our nerves. If 
there wfts not attachment and familiar- 
ity between our Savior and 
these 


women, highly improper only in the 
relation of husband and wife, then we 
have no sentm ol propriety." 


"We"Bay it was Jeaua Christ who waa 


married, whereby He could eee His eoed 
before lie was crucified. I fihellBny 
here that before the Savior died He 
looked upon bie own natural cbildren 
aa we look: upon ours. 
When Mary 


came to the aepulcber ehe saw twu 
an,els, and they

The eesiion of tbe supervisors yester- 


day was livelier then usual. The mem- 
bers of tlie board were in a mood to do 
come interesting things, and then, just 
before adjournment, they listened to 
Sam Alexander, Jake Hermann's clerk, 
and Louis Solomon in heated debate as 
to the merits of the goods they each 
were trying to sell to the county, in re- 
sponse to the advertisement for hide 
for famishing auppliea for the hospital, 
poor farm, jail and indtgenta. 


The* first business in the morning wai 


an application from the sheriff and the 
recorder for record books. 
It waa 


granted on motion of Rose, seconded by 
Ward. 


On motion of Rose the office of jus- 


tice of the peace in tbe Ninth Judicial 
township waa declared vacant, Judge 
Bryan of Kingsburg having been absent 
from hia bailiwick for eight months. 
A petition WAS received from Sam Davis 
and otber citizens of Kingebnrg asking 
that John P. Clark be appointed to fill 
the vacancy, and the request waa com- 
plied with, Mr. Clark being declared 
justice of the peace in said township.

hospital with meats was awarded to U.

The room of the supervisors was com- 


pletely filled with samples of goods for 
the inspection of the board. It wai 
when the bids for wearing apparel were 
reached that the fun began. 


Sam Alexander of Alexander & Good- 


man, a clerk of Hermann's, and Louis 
Solomon of the Kutner-Goldateln Com- 
pany were present to represent their 
firms, which had entered bida. 
The 


representatives btgan showing their 
samples to tbe supervisors, and tben 
came the bnbbub. 
One charged the 


other's with being of inferior quality. 
Sam Alexander was particularly out- 
spoken and did not hesitate to speak of 
an offer of Hermann's aa being a fraud. 
Finally the clerk who represented that 
house became nettled, and he and Alex- 
ander exchanged some very sultry re- 
marks. 


It was thought that a repetition was 


imminent of the episode two years ago, 
but Chairman Sayre put a stop to the 
threatened outbreak. "If these gentle- 
men don't behave aa gentlemen," aak 
the president of the board to a deputy 
sheriff, "yon arrest them.
